that carries \ut transactions such as receipt of money, 
payment of mon\y and the similar, and thereby processes 
bills, and aims\at reducing the number of stop failures, 
and at detection \>f paper powder at a level that does not 
cause any transfer\ trouble, transfers bills as they are, 
and handles those bills that have been transferred until 
paper powder is remold in the same manner as for 
abnormally shaped bil] 
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
